Fourth Day’s Trinl—Fonviclle Senwgeed for
Contempt of Conrt-The Court Remivay the
Priance.

Loxvoyn, March 24,—A correspondent at
the High Court of Tours comwments on the
evident purpose of all the witnesses to sup-
prees or distort facts,

Touns, March 94,—In the High Court of
Justice to-day witnesses for the defense were
examined to show the previous bad character
of Noir snd Fonviglle, and the good character
of the accused. Their testimony on the first
point was not convincing, Other witnesses
were brought up to testify to the good con-
duet of the Prince us an officer.

While one of the lawyers for the prossen-
tion was conducting the cross-examimation he
used an expression offensive to the Priace,
who violently interrnpted the proceedings,
and, turning to the lawyer, denounced him
and his party as a faction,

Fonvielle, terribly excited, called the Princs
an assassin, This eansed great confusion
among the spectatorsin the Court. Fonvielle
wus forcibly taken out by two officers, and the
Proeureur.General demunded his  pnaish-
ment, but the Court decided to postpois the
matter until the end of the sitting,

M. Flouguet then commenoced his argnment
for the prosicution, reviewing the lives of

Noir, Fonvidle, and Prince Bonsparte, and

inted out the difference in their characters.

e dwelt on the raputation of the Prince as a
man of violedos, nnd ssserted that he was
known to haw killed four men, pud related
bow he left tle military sorvice without per-
migsion in 1889, for which Lonis Napoleon
diemissed hin fmm the urm

cited, and oxclaimed that there was a plot to
sggravate him. Ho was soverely reprimanded
by the Conrt for interrapting counsel. At the
oonelusion of the argumanl. for the proseon-
tion Fonvielle was brought in, and the pre-
widing jndge sentenced him to ten days' con-
finement for contempt of court.

certificates ot the City Loan, shall be lssned in
such amounts as the lenders may require, but
not for any fractional part of one hundred or
one thousand dollars; and it shall be expressed in
sald certificates that the loan therein mentioned
and the interest thereof, are payable free from all
taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there sball be, by force of
this ordinance, annually appropriated out of
the income of the corporate estates, and from
the sum raised by taxation, a sum sufllcient to
pay the interest on sald certificates; and the
further sum of three-tenths of one per centum
on the par value of such certificates so lssued
ghall be appropriated quarterly out of sald in-
come and taxes to a s!nkil:g fund, which fund
and its accumulations are here!ay especinlly
pledged for the redemption and payment of sald
certiflieates.
